Nonrefidencs  and  Minors,  to  vote  ;  that  one  of  the  Infpectors  was  frequently  heard 
to  dictate  co  the  Electors  for  whom  they  fhould  vote  ;  and  that  one  of  the 
Judges  abfented  himfelf  one  whole  Day  from  the  Election  ;  and  praying,  for  the 
above  Realbns,  that  a  Day  may  be  appointed  when  they  may  be  heard  in  Sup- 
port of  the  faid  Charges,  in  order  that  the  Election  may  be  fet  afide,  and  that

G  E  N  T  L  E  M  F.  N , 

'Tp  H  E  Legiflamre  are  informed,  fince  their  prefent  Meeting,  by  a  Letter  from  the 
■*■  Honourable  ^/wr  Boudinot,  Kfq.  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  that 
the  important  and  interefting  Subject  of  the  Difp^jte  that  has  long  fubfifted  be- 
tween the  States  of  New-Tork  and  Neiv-Hampp/ire,  and  the  People  on  the 
Nsiju- Hawpjljire  Grants,  calling  them  lei ves  the  State  of  Vermont,  is  again  under 
the  Confideration  of  Congrefs,  and  alio  requefted  to  give  luch  Inltructions  on 
the  faid  Subject,   as  to  them  ihail  appear  proper. 

The  Legifl.iture,  on  examining  the  Journals  of  Congrefs^  find,  that  the  Recog- 
nition, as  an  independent  Stated  of  the  People  on  the  Neiv-Hampjhire  Grants, 
calling  themfelves  the  State  of  Vermont,  has  been  reiolved  on  by  an  almoft  unani- 
mous Vote  of  Congrefs,  therefore  mafl  conclude  that  Congre(s  wad  convinced  of 
the  Propriety  of  the  Mealure,  and  are  of  Opinion  that  great  Regard  ought  to  be 
had  to  every  Determination  of  Congrefs,  for  Rea)qns  too  obvious  to  mention. 

The  T  egiflature  will  give  their  Opinion  as  to  fonie  leading  Facts,  or,  on  luch 
general  Principles,  as  may  point  to  the  final  Determination  ot  the  Subject  in 
Liipute. 

And  firfl:,  If  Part  of  a  former  Colony  fhould,  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, have  leparared  from  the  PicR,  and  a  (Tamed  the  Powers  of  Government,  and 
were  in  the  actual  Exerctle  of  an  independent  Sovereignty  de  Fa£io,  it  inch  a 
People  ihould  apply  to  Congrefs  to  be  received  into  the  Union,  as  an  indepen- 
dent or  fourteenth  State,  we  are  of  Opinion  they   might  be  received. 

Second,  We  are  of  Opinion  that  Congrefs,  as  fovereign  Guardians  of  the 
United  States,  vvhen  they  conceive  the  general  Safety  of  the  common  Caule  Ihall 
require  it,  can  and  ought  to  receive  into  the  Union,  as  a  feparate  State,  any 
Territory  and  People  that  have  been,  from  the  Beginning  of  the  Revolution,  in 
the  actual  Poifeffion  of  Sovereignty  and  Independence  de  Facto,  without  exa- 
mining into  the  Right  and  Title  of  (uch  People  de  Jure. 

Third,  That,  Irom  the  Relolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  twentieth  of  Augnfl 
1 78 1,  it  appears,  that  Congrefs  ought  to  receive  them  into  the  Union  as  an  in- 
dependentState,  provided  they  have  complied  w'lxh  the  Preliminary  therein  contained. 
Fourtli,  That  the  Ihedding  the  Blood  of  our  Citizens,  and  every  Appearance  of 
a  Civil  War  among  ourlelves  at  all  Tunes,  but  more  efpecially  at  \o  critical  a

ing agreed  to  the  Meafure,  and  that  great  Regard  ought  to  be  had  to  every 
Determination  of  Congrefs  where  no  new  Light  is  thrown  upon  the  Subjedt,  or 
weighty  Matters  occur  to  juftify  a  Reverfal  of  I'uch  their  Decifion,  and  more 
efpecially  as  it  appears  that  the  People  on  the  Nav-Hampjlnrs  Grants  have,  by  an 
Ad  of  their  Legillature,  on  the  22d  of  February  laft,  in  every  Inflance^  com- 
plied with  the  Preliminaries  ftated  as  conditional  to  fuch  Guarantee.

lute  Reference  of  the  Difpute  to  their  final  Arbitrament)  thole  Acfls  may  be  fuppofed.

Gentlemen, 

PROVIDENCE  having  been  pleafed  to  terminate  the  late  War  in  a  Manner  fo 
honourable  and  advantageous  to  America,  I  moft  heartily  congratulate  you 
oa  the  aufpicious  Event  ;  but  let  us  not  flatter  ourfelves  that  becaufe  the  War  is 
over,  our  Difnculties  are  at  an  End.  The  Advantages  to  be  expeded  from  the 
Eflablifliment  of  our  Independence,  will  greatly  depend  upon  our  publick  Mea- 
fures,  and  a  Condud  fuitable  to  fo  important  a  Blefling.  Perhaps  at  no  particular 
Moment  during  our  whole  Conflid  with  Great-Britain  has  there  been  a  greater 
Neceiruy  than  at  the  prefent  Jundure  of  Unanimity,  Vigilence  and  Exertion. 
The  Glory  we  have  acquired  in  the  War  will  be  relbunded  through  the  Univerfe. 
God  forbid  that  we  ihould  ever  tarnilh  its  Lufire  by  an  unworthy  Condud  ia 
Times  of  Peace.  We  have  eflabliihed  our  Charader  as  a  brave  People,  and  exhi- 
bited to  the  World  the  moft  inconteflibic  Proofs  that  we  are  determined  to  facri- 

fice 
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fice  both  Life  and  Fortune  in  Defence  of  our  Liberties.  Heaven  has  crowned  our 
vi(5lorious  and  heroic  Struggles  with  the  moll  fignal  Succels  ;  and  our  miUtary 
Exploits  have  aftoniihed  the  World.  Let  us  now  flievv  ourfelves  worthy  of  the 
incflimabie  Bleffings  of  Freedom  by  an  inflexible  Attachment  to  publick  Faith  and 
national  Honour.  Let  us  eftablilh  our  Characfler  as  a  Sovereign  State  on  the  on- 
ly durable  Balis  of  impartial  and  uaiverfal  Jullice ;  for  whatever  plaufible  So- 
phiftry  the  artful  may  contrive,  or  the  avaricious  be  ready  from  lelf-interefled 
Motives  to  adopt,  we  may  depend  upon  it,  that  the  Obfervation  of  the  wife  Man. 
will,  through  all  Ages,  be  found  an  uncontrovertible  Truth,  that  Righteoujhefs  ex- 
alteth  a  Nation,  but  that  Sin  (of  Vk-hich  Injuftice  is  one  of  the  moft  aggravated)  is 
the  Reproach  of  any  People 

To  give  proper  Encouragement  to  the  Commerce  of  this  State,  and  to  prevent 
as  far  as  pofllble  our  Neighbours  from  reaping  thofe  Profits  on  our  Confumption. 
of  foreign  Manufacf^ures  which  might  be  fecured  to  our  own  Citizens,  is  doubtlefs 
an  Object  that  merits  the  mature  Deliberation  of  the  Lcgiflature. — I  lay  before 
the  Honourable  Houfe  a  Nnmber  of  publick  Letters  and  Papers,  defcribed  in  the 
Lift  herewith  tranfmitted,  and  marked  from  No.  i  to  41,  many  of  which,  I  doubt 
not,  will  engage  your  ferious  Attention.

WHEREAS  Inconveniencics  and  Mifchiefs  havearifen,  and  may  hereafter  arife, 
from  the  Uncertainty  of  Jurifdidion  within  and  on  the  River  Delaware  ;  there- 
fore to  prevent  the  fiime,  and  in  order  that  Law  and  Juftice  may  hereafter  in  all 
Cafes  be  executed  and  take  EfFedl  within  and  upon  the  faid  River  from  Shore  to~ 
.  Shore  in  all  Parts  and  Places  thereof,  where  the  lame  River  is  the  Boundary  be- 
tween the  laid  States,  the  faid  Commiffioners  do  agree  and  ellablifli  for  and  in  Be- 
half of  their  refped^ive  States  in  Manner  following  ;  that  is  to  fay  y 

FirJl.  It  is  declared  that  the  River  DelaiDare  from  the  Station-Point  or  northwefl 
Corner  of  New-Jerfey,  northerly,  to  the  Place  upon  the  faid  Pv.iver,  where  the  cir- 
cular Boundary  of  the  State  of  Delaiuare  toucheth  upon  the  fame  in  the  whole 
Length  and  Breadth  thereof  is  and  fliall  continue  to  be  and  remain  a  common 
Highway,  equally  free  and  open  for  the  Ufe,  Benefit  and  Advantage  of  the  faid 
contrading  Parties.  Provided  never thelefs.  That  each  of  the  Legiflatures  of  faid 
States  lliall  hold  and  exercife  the  Right  of  regulating  and  guarding  the  Fillieries  on 
the  faid  River  Delaivare,  annexed  to  their  reCpedive  Shores  in.  fuch  Manner  that 
the  faid  Fiflieries  may  not  be  unneceflarily  interrupted  during  the  Seafon  for  catch- 
ing Shad,  by  Veffels  riding  at  Anchor  on  the  Fithing-Ground,  or  by  Perfons  fifh- 
ing  under  Claim  of  a  common  Right  on  faid  River. 

Secondly.  That  each  State  fliall  enjoy  and  exercKe  a  concurrent  jurifdidion  with- 
in and  upon  the  Water,  and  not  upon  the  dry  Land  between  the  Shores  of  faid  Ri- 
ver, but  in  fuch  Sort,  neverthelefs,  that  every  Ship  and  other  VclTel  while  riding 
at  Anchor  before  any  City  or  Town  in  cither  State  where  fhe  hath  lafl  laded  or  un- 
laded, or  where  it  is  intended  flie  ihall  fiifl  thereafter  either  lade  or  unlade,  iliall 
be  confidered  exclufively  within  the  Jurifdidion  of  fuch  State ;  and  every  Yefiel 
faflened  to  or  aground  on  the  Shore  of  either  State,  Ihall  in  like  Manner  be  con- 
fidered exclufively  within  the  Jurifdidion  of  fuch  State  ;  but,  that  all  cajntal  and 
other  Offences,  Trcfpaffes  or  Damages,  committed  on  faid  River,  the  juridical  In- 
vefligation  and  Determination  thereof  Ihall  be  exclufively  vefted  in  the  State  where-

arreRed  or  profecuted.

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ncareft  at  the  Time  of  making  and  executing  this  Agreement,  and  that  from  faid 
Falls  of  Trenton  to  the  State  of  Delmvare,  foutherly,  Biles  s-IJland  near  Trenton, 
VV'indmill-IJland  oppofue  to  Philadelphia,  Le ague- Jjl and ^  Mud  or  Fort-IJland,  Hog- 
IjJand  and  Little  Tinni cum- I/lands^  Ihall  be  annexed  to  the  State  of  Pennfylvaniay 
and  coniidered  as  Parts  and  Parcels  thereof;  and  that  LidJIe's  or  NewboWs-IJlandy 
Dur/ington-I/lafid,  Petty' s-  IJlaruh,  Redbank-IJland^  Harmaniis  Helm  s-IJI and ,  Chejler- 
Jjland  and  Shivers' s-IJland,  Ihall  be  annexed  to  the  State  oi  Ne'Vi'-JerJey,  and  con- 
fidered  as  Parts  and  Parcels  thereof;  and  that  all  other  Iflands  within  faid  River, 
between  the  Falls  of  Trenton  and  the  State  of  Dela-ware,  which  are  not  herein  be- 
fore particularly  enumerated,  fhall  be  hereafter  deemed  and  confiidered  as  Parts  and 
Parcels  of  the  State  to  which  fuch  Ifland  doth  He  nearell  at  the  Date  hereof;  and 
that  all  Iflands  v/hich  may  hereafter  be  formed  within  the  faid  River,  fliall  be  clafT- 
ed  and  annexed  to  the  Jurifdidion  of  either  State  according  to  the  lame  Principle. 
Fourthly.  That  this  prefent  Agreement,  and  every  Article  and  Claufe  therein 
contained,  Hiall  be  fufpended  and  take  no  EfFed  until  each  of  the  Legiflatures  of 
the  StatQ  oi  Pennfylvania  and  iV^if-y^r/^j/ refpedively  Ihall  have  pafled  Laws  ap- 
proving of  and  ratifying  the  fame,  which  being  done  the  faid  Agreement  fliall  then 
be  confidered  as  a  Joint-Compad  between  thq  laid  States  and  the  Citizens  thereof 
refpedively,  and  be  forever  thereafter  irrevocable  by  either  of  the  faid  contrading 
States  without  the  Concurrence  of  the  other.  In  Witnefs  whereof  we,  the  Com- 
mifhoners  of  the  aforefaid  States,  have  fet  our  Hands  and  Seals  to  two  InilrumentSii 
of  the  Agreement,  one  for  each  State,  dated  this  twenty-fixth  Day  of  April,  Anno 
Domiiii  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty- three.

Fourth  ^/ere.  Have  they  made  up  any  Depreciation  for  Subfiftence  Money  ?

There  is  ncnther  Pay  nor  any  Articles  that  have  been  accounted  for  by 
the  Line  of  this  State  advanced  thereto  on  Account  of  the  Continent  fincc  Augujl 
17S0. 

Seventh  ^lere.  Have  the  States  any  Accounts  againft  their  Lines,  which  remain 
to  be  ftopped,  what  are  they,  and  to  v^hom  are  they  to  be  chargv-jd  in  the  Settle- 
ment now  making  with  the  Army  ? 

Anfiver.  The  State  of  New-Jerfey  has  an  Account  againft  their  Line  which  re-

'T^^HAT  the  Leglflature  of  this  State  is  informed  that  the  important  Subject 
-^  of  the  Wejlern,  or  what  is  commonly  cailed  the  Croivn  Lands,  is  fbon  to  be 
reconfidered,  and  finally  determined  by  Congress,  efpecially  as  far  as  relates  to 
the  Ceffion  made  by  the  Legiflature  of  the  State  o^  Virginia  in  January,  1781,  of 
a  Part  of  the  weftern  Country  or  vacant  Territory.  The  Legiflature  cannot  but 
exprefs  their  Surprize  on  hearing  that  the  Coufideration  of  the  Subject  is  refumed 
by  Congrefs  fo  fpeedily  after  its  late  Difcufllon  therein,  as  appears  by  an  A<51 
of  Congrefs  of  the  iSth  of  J^nV  lafl  paft,  which  is  contained  in  the  following 
Words  : 

"  That  as  a  further  Mean  as  well  of  haftening  the  Extinguifhment  of  the 
Debts  as  of  ellablifhing  the  Harmony  of  the  United  States,  it  be  recommended 
to  the  States  which  have  pafTed  no  Ads  towards  complying  with  the  Refolutipns 
of  Congrefs  of  the  6th  September  and  icth  OBoher,  1780,  relative  to  the  Ceffion 
of  territorial  Claims,  to  make  the  liberal  Ceffions  therein  recommended  ;  and  to 
the  States  which  may  have  pafTed  A6ts  complying  with  tiie  faid  Refolutions  in 
Part  only,,  to  revile  and  complete  fuch  Compliance  ;"  which  faid  A<51  has  been 
officially  laid  before  us  during  the  prefent  Sitting,  and  appears  defigned  by  Con- 
grefs to  be  tranfi-nitted  to  every  State  in  the  Union,  not  only  to  the  Legiflatures 
thereof,  but  to  the  People  at  large  :  The  Legiflature  of  this  State  mufl;  be  of  Opi- 
nion, that  the  latter  Part  of  the  faid  Recommendation  of  Congre's  was  exprefsly 
applicable  to  the  A61  of  the  Legiflature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  as  the 
Cellion  thereby  made  has  heretofore  been  deemed  by  Congrefs  a  partial  one, 
and  by  this  State  partial,  unjuft  and  illiberal. 

The  Legiflature,  to  avoid  unnecefTary  Repetition,  beg  Leave,  in  the  mofl:  earnefl 
Manner,  to  call  the  Attention  of  Congrels  to  the  Records  in  their  PofTcffion,  of 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Legiflature  of  this  State  with  Regard  to  the  prefent  Sub- 
jedt,  beginning  with  their  Reprefentation  of  the  16th  June,  1778,  and  at  different 
Periods  fince,  in  which  are  fully  contained  the  jufl  and  uncontrovertible  Claims 
of  this  State  to  its  full  Proportion  of  all  vacant  Territory. 

It  is  particularly  dilagreeable  to  have  Occafion  to  trouble  Congrefs  with  fo  ma- 
ny Applications  on  this  Head  ;  but  the  Importance  of  the  Subjcdl,  the  Danger 
of  fo  much  Property  being  unjuffly  wrefted  from  us,  together  with  its  being  our 
indifpenfable  Duty,  in  Jullificacion  and  Defence  of  the  Rights  of  the  People  we 
reprefent,  mufl  be  our  Apology.  We  cannot  be  filent,  while  viewing  one  State 
aggrandizing  herfelf  by  the  unjufl  Detention  of  that  Property  which  has  been 
procured  by  the  common  Blood  and  Treafure  of  the  whole  ;  and  which,  on 
every  Principle  of  Reafbn  and  Juflice,  is  vefted  in  Congrefs  for  the  Ule  and  ge- 
neral Benefit  of  the  Union  they  reprefent. 

They  doubt  not  the  Difpofition  of  Congrefs  to  redrefs  every  Grievance  that 
may  be  laid  before  them  ;  and  are  of  Opinion,  that  there  can  be  no  greater  Caufe 
for  Complaint,  nor  more  juft  Reafbns  for  Redrefs,  than  in  the  prelent  Cafe. 

They  do  therefore  exprefs  their  DiHatisfadlion  with  the  Ceffion  of  weffern  Ter- 
ritory made  by  the  State  of  Virginia  in  January,  1781,  as  being  far  fhort  of  af- 
fording that  JuiVice  which  is  equally  due  to  the  United  States  at  large,  and  re- 
queft  that  Congrefs  will  not  accept  of  the  faid  Cefllon,  but  that  they  will  prefs 
upon  the  faid  State  to  make  a  more  liberal  Surrender  of  that  Territory  of  which 
they  claim  fo  boundlefs  a  Proportion. 

The  Legiflature  place  the  ucmoft  Confidence  in  the  Wifdom  and  Juflice  of  Con- 
grefs, and  afiiue  themfelves,  tliat  as  far  as  it  lies  in  the  Power  of  tliat  augufl 
Body,  the  Rights  of  every  State  in  the  Union  will  be  ftridly  maintained.
